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INTRODUCTION * 


Prior to 1935, it was a very laborious task to learn about the recently 
published tests. The usual bibliographic aids for locating periodical, mono- 
graph, and book publications were of little value in locating standard tests. 
New tests were being published so rapidly that the test technicians them- 
selves found it difficult to locate the test titles of the past year without an 
inordinate amount of searching. Published test bibliographies quickly 
became out of date. Excellent bibliographic tools such as the Education 
Index, Cumulative Book Index, and Psychological Abstracts listed very 
few of the numerous educational, psychological, and personality tests be- 
ing currently published. 


Clearly, there was a need for a publication which would assist test users 
and technicians in locating the available tests. To meet this need, the 
School of Education of Rutgers University initiated a new series of test 
bibliographies to be published annually. The first issue, Educational, 
Psychological, and Personality Tests of 1933 and 1934, included the new 
tests for the previous two years in order to supplement available bibliogra- 
phies.t Since the bibliography of 1933 and 1934 is now out of print, this 
bibliography for the year 1935 is a cumulated issue and includes tests pub- 
lished in 1933, 1934, and 1935. The next issue in this bibliographic series 
will be a non-cumulated issue including only the tests published in 1936. 


SCOPE OF BIBLIOGRAPHY 


The following bibliography includes a few tests published prior to 1933 
and omitted from Hildreth’s bibliography. Tests inadvertently omitted 
from the present bibliography will be included in the 1936 list. In addi- 
tion to the classes of tests covered in the first bibliography, the present 
issue includes tests constructed for use in state-wide testing programs 
whenever such tests are generally purchasable. The following classes of 
tests have been excluded: (1) tests constructed for use in city testing pro- 
grams; (2) tests which are not commercially available; (3) tests pub- 
lished in non-English speaking countries; (4) tests published in 1936; 
(5) tests constructed for use in a single institution; and (6) tests pub- 
lished in periodicals or monographs but not available as separates. A few 
tests constructed for use with particular textbooks have been included. 
As rapidly as possible, future isues of this annual bibliographic series will 
be expanded to include classes of tests not now included. 


INFORMATION GIVEN FOR EACH TEST 


For each test, an attempt has been made to report the folkowing infor- 
mation in the order given: 


1. Title. The main titles, secondary titles, and series titles are printed 
in boldface type. ‘Titles of subtests are printed in all small capitals, 
lightface type. Whenever a title reported on a test booklet differs 
from the title on the accompanying test manual, the former title 
was taken. 


2. Description of the group for which the test was constructed. Usually 
the grade, chronological age or semester range is given. The desig-

nation “Grades 1-6” indicates that a single test booklet covers all 
six grades. The designation ° ‘Grades 1B, 1A, 2, 3-6” indicates that 
there is a test booklet for the first half of grade one, a test booklet 
for the second half of grade one, a test booklet for grade two, and 
a test booklet for the range of grades three to six inclusive. ‘The 
designation “First, second semesters” indicates that there is a test 
booklet covering the first semester of work and a test booklet cover- 
ing the second semester of work. 

3. Date of copyright or publication. Dates preceded by the letter “c” 
are copyright dates while those preceded by the letter “p” are dates 
of publication. 

4. Individual or group test. All tests are group tests unless designated 
otherwise. 

5. Number of forms. 

6. Cost. The scale of prices of many publishers varies with the number 
of tests ordered. In such cases, an attempt has been made to report 
the price per test, or when the average cost is less, per 25 tests. For 
tests where specimen sets are issued the cost is listed. 

7. Time. The number of minutes of actual working time for testees 
and the approximate length of period necessary for administering the 
test are usually indicated. The latter figure is always enclosed in 
parentheses. 

8. Author. For most tests, all authors are reported. In the case of 
tests issued in new form each year, only authors of the 1935 forms 
are included. Individual editors of tests are reported. Editors are 
not: reported in the case of tests edited by committees of three or 
more members. 

9. Publisher. Only the name of the publisher is reported with each 
test entry. For the address of a given publisher see the index of 
publishers. 

10. References. When known, references on the construction, valida- 
tion, and use of each test are reported. 


KEY TO CLASSIFICATION OF TESTS 


In presenting a bibliography of tests, some plan of classification is 
necessary to insure economical and effective use of the materials compiled. 
Various schemes can be presented, each equally logical from a given view- 
point. Since this annual listing of new tests will be used by educationists 
with markedly different backgrounds and testing needs, it was necessary 
to devise a simple classification plan. The most easily understood ar- 
rangement appears to be merely a listing of classification headings in 
alphabetical order. The headings selected correspond to the various areas 
in which tests are commonly grouped such as art, biology, intelligence, 
and reading. To aid readers in effectively using this classification plan, 
the following list of “see” and “see also” references has been prepared. ~ 
These cross-references serve as a key to the boldface headings under which 
tests in this bibliography have been grouped.
